Yeaterday at noon tho private'car of
Gouneral Managor W, K. Wooulord, of
tho Cloveland, Lorain & Whecling road
nerived in Bridgoport, with that afficial
and P'eegident + oodlord on board, 1t
wan switehod over on to the Ohie River
trucks. By a poculine coinecidence the
private ear “Ginuley,” of Banator Cam-
den, srrived Inthe elty from Parkers-
burg during the worning, with tenoral
Manager Durt aboard,  Senator Cam-
den joined tho pariy hore, aid, after
tuking dipner at the” MelLure, s spocial
train was malde up on the Uhlo River
road, conalsting ol a rezular conch wni
the two privato cars, which lolt for bee
low at 2 o'clock in the altornoon. Lhe
raliroadors wore vory roticent, and ef-
forta to pump them were without nvail.

Wien tho lalest propossd Camden
road is comploted it wonld be perfectly
natoral to see tho Cleveland, Lorain &
Wheeling and Ohbio River roads seek
auch an alilance. This now road Ia to
be completed next vear; it ia the roadl
that will connect Clarksburg and New
Martinaville, ranning down the Bingn-
mon and Fishing Creck ronts. At
Clarksburg connoction will be made
with another Camden lino, the Monou-
wnheln River, which taps the grout
Monoogah and other coal mines in the
Fairmont district. Fairmonl has not
had the blessiog of rallroad competition
in the transportation of ith coal to the
marts of the ereat laked and the weat.

This new line to Now Martinerills
wounld furnish the deaired compeiitive
line if an alliance oh:&_ be oifocted bo-
tween the Ohio River and the Cloves
Iand, Lorain & Wheeling. The coal
would go over tho Monongsliela River 1o
Clarksburg, over the new road to Now
Martinsville, and on the Ohio river to
this city, all of thom Camden ronds.
From Whealing the lakes would ba
reached via the OCloveland, Lorain &
Wheeling, An arrangement snch as
the one outlined, is thought by many
to be tho result of the present conler-
enco ol officiale,
